Designed with a young, energetic family in mind, this 
bold kitchen by Enoki presents a bright, functional

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Constructed by Axis Cabinetmakers, the exciting variety of 
materials chosen for this project are of high durability and 
effectively eliminate the need for maintenance. 

With a full wall of windows, the room is given a naturally lit 
atmosphere and a revitalising ambience.

Eclectic at heart and anything but dull, this playful 
kitchen design by Enoki challenges the norm in a 
market dominated by sleek, contemporary design. 
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With the client specifying in the brief for there to be no standard 
finishes or details, it was clear from the beginning that this 
would be no ordinary project. 

Unique is what they sought, and it is evident in every aspect 
from the Perspex stools, to the chalkboard that adorns an entire 
wall, hiding wine storage. Oozing character and brilliance, it's 
hard not to feel compelled to explore this one-off masterpiece. 

Planned to accommodate a busy lifestyle, the kitchen 
doesn't skimp on the finer points with top of the line, 
stainless steel appliances used throughout. Colour is 
used liberally, with red cabinetry for plenty of storage and 
a shamrock green glass splashback that covers the back 
wall, extending into the scullery. 

The bench itself has been constructed using the hardiest of 
materials - concrete - and demonstrates the low maintenance, 



durable approach taken by the designer. Adding a whimsical 
touch, a bookshelf has been added above the main cooking 
area and complements the other decorative pieces strewn 
around the room. 

Also an entertainer's dream, the kitchen is adjacent to the 
dining area that opens out onto the yard for ease of catering in 
the warmer months. Inside, this also allows for natural light to 
flood the room, as do the clerestory windows above the bench.

Pokey and awkward, this house of over ten years has been 
refurbished room by room, with Design and Decorate given 
the opportunity to produce a kitchen that resembles modern 
European design, with a sleek overtone and great functionality. 
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In working with the client's budgetary constraints, reusing 
certain elements of the design in the overhaul proved to be 
useful in cutting costs. Despite this, it is evident in the final 
product that no concessions were made in negating the quality 
of the design. While the top cupboards were totally removed, the 
carcass of the bottom cabinetry in the kitchen was kept in place 
and the exterior was replaced with new doors and a gorgeous 
'Staron' bench top. 

In place of the upper cabinets a bulkhead was built, not only 
hiding the sloping roof, but also providing for the concealment 
of the hardware required in using down lighting. This also 
creates a visual feature of continuity and depth as it extends 
over the breakfast bar. 

Where once stood an island bench in the centre of the room, a 
generous amount of bench space has been created by morphing 
it together with the rest of the kitchen. On the opposite side of 
the room, adjacent to the fridge, a large amount of pantry space 
has been afforded.

As the central hub of an impressive inner city home, this gorgeous kitchen by 
Patricia La Torre of OUTSIDEINSIDE Building Elements serves as a focal point 
that offers visual interest and creativity, as well as a high level of functionality. 
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The ingenious design of the kitchen allows it to assimilate with 
the rest of the home, effectively defining its own space, without 
segregating it from the contiguous design of the interior. This is 
enabled by a seamless continuation of the rich timber flooring, 
ample amounts of natural light and a mezzanine level framed 
in glass, which overlooks the kitchen and provides depth and 
variance in height. 



Working closely with the architect and the clients, Patricia 
formulated a stylish design immediately apparent in the timber 
veneer inverted 'L up stand, framing part of the breakfast 
bar and providing a small amount of privacy behind which to 
prepare food when guests are present. 

The kitchen comfortably accommodates two working cooks, 
with a walk-in pantry in addition to the regular bench space 
on offer, crafted from Quantum Quartz. Lots of functional 
storage solutions have been included into the design, with the 
most impressive being the row of cupboards to the right of the 
French-door fridge. In addition to providing space for groceries, 
crockery and ingredients, these bi-fold dors open up to reveal 
the laundry. This is a dever idea adopted from some European 
countries where space is an issue and there is no room for a 
dedicated laundry. 

A rich, red glass splash back draws the eye to the back of the 
kitchen, adding a dash of colour to the eclectically styled room, 
while an exposed timber wine storage unit to the left of the 
kitchen provides yet another visual aspect to admire.

The wall which the fridge and pantry were to sit against was 
extended to accommodate the new kitchen, which had the 
benefit of blocking the view to the bedrooms down the hall. 

Hi-Gloss Thermo Laminate to the joinery gives a great finish 
and really livens the space. This was contrasted with a Laminex 
timber veneer on selected units and for the media unit to 
the adjacent lounge. Giallo Zebrano in the Laminate option 
was chosen for its sandblasted finish, its matte appearance 
providing a lovely contrast to the gloss. 

The benchtop material is Staron in Aspen Glacier, a 100% 
acrylic material that performs wetl in kitchens. Also, when it 
has to fit into a window as it did in this case, it can be trimmed 
down on site very easily to ensure a good fit. 

Hafele handles were used except for on the upper cabinet, 
which employed a push catch system to keep the lines simple. 



Soft closing drawers were used on the drawer runners and 
dampers were used on all the doors to ensure a quiet space. 

The custom made rangehood has the motor mounted in the roof 
space to keep the noise away from the kitchen. A wider 200mm 
ducting on the hood was selected to further reduce noise. 

LED lighting shines down from below the island bench to define 
the seating area, creating a lovely ambience where friends and 
family gather.

In renovating an old villa, the client wanted to 
open up as much space as possible given that 
older homes tend to keep areas separate. 




The result of this vision is lovely - a warm and inviting kitchen 
that has become the hub of the main living area.

The client - a professional chef - enlisted Mint Kitchens to create 
a beautiful, usable space that took advantage of the view out to 
the nearby courtyard, located across the adjacent living room.

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As with most kitchens in older Federation homes, this one 
was tired, difficult to use and closed off from the living spaces.

With a 
minimalistic approach, subtle occurrences of metallic silver 
and stainless steel capture the eye and transform this 
bathroom and en suite into rooms to be admired. 



Upon entering the en suite, a clinical palette of whites and 
greys allow occupants to feel fresh and uplifted, with sleek 
lines and interesting patterns to balance a seemingly smooth 
textural experience. Twin sunken basins are set in a dark, 
stone vanity unit with recessed, gloss white cabinetry below. 
Each of the doors and draws are without handles, adding to the 
seamlessness of the room, while modern, quality fixtures grace 
the shower and basins.

20 gr flora pro-active 

4 tsp toasted pine nuts 

1 bunch of chives 

1 dash of olive oil 

2 tbsp of white vinegar (only if using 
water to poach eggs on stove) 

Peppermill to taste 



Preparation

SALMON AND CRAB BOUDIN 
6 portions 

200 gr green of silver-beet 

300 ml reduced fat cream 

500 gr green crab meet 

200 gr salmon fillets (no bones or skin) 

2 bird eye chilli finely chopped 

2 gr (pinch) of saffron 

Preparation 

Remove white ribs from silver-beet, blanch 
in steamer for 2 minutes until soft, refresh 
briefly in ice water to retain colour and 
vitamins. 

Reduce 300 ml cream by boiling on stove, 
to get 100 ml of liquid. 



Process crab-meat with saffron, chilli, and 
cream pepper to smooth mousse (puree). 

Roll out plastic wrap on bench, cover with 
silver beet, not going over the edges. 

With a wet spatula, cover silver-beet with 
crab mousse. 

Cut salmon into 3mm thin slices vertically 
and cover up crab mousse. 

Carefully roll up silver-beet, making sure 
not to get plastic foil inside the roughly 6cm 
thick roulade. 

Twist both ends of plastic wrap to prevent 
moisture going in or out. 



Apply one layer of aluminium foil around the 
outside of the roulade, to protect the plastic 
foil.

250 ml reduced salt chicken stock 

200 g couscous 

100 gr currants 

50 gr toasted pine nuts 

2 tsp olive oil 

1 Spanish onion, finely chopped 

1 garlic clove, crushed 

1 tsp ground cumin 

5 thyme sprig, leafs only 

Va tsp ground cinnamon 

Va tsp ground turmeric 

1 punnet cherry tomatoes in quarters 

1 baby zucchini in small dices 



1 red capsicum in small dices 

Va cup firmly packed coarsely chopped 
fresh coriander 

2 tbs fresh lemon juice 
Freshly ground black pepper 

DRESSING 

1 1 ml extra virgin olive oil 

2 tbsp ground cumin 

1 tsp cayenne pepper 

2 tbsp no added salt tomato puree 
4 tbsp lime juice 

Preparation 

Bring chicken stock to boil and add 
couscous. Stir well with a wooden spoon 
until well combined, set aside for 1 
minutes. 

Heat olive oil to roast off onions, garlic, 
zucchini, capsicum for 4 minutes in a 
nonstick fry pan then add all the herbs and 



spices to roast off and develop perfumes for 
another minute. Add cherry tomatoes then 
mix all other salad ingredients in a large fry 
pan together.

To prepare the olive jam, bring all 
ingredients in a pot to the boil and simmer 
for 15 minutes. This can be done the day 
before and keeps in the fridge for weeks. 

Place fish in a wide ceramic oven dish, mix 
in garlic, zest, juice, coriander and fennel 
seeds, and marinate fish in it for a couple of 
hours.
